The old quest ion. '• Which is more 

advisable to teach to deaf-mute chil- 
dren -articulation or the sign-lan- 
guage," has lately again been the 
subject of lively ami heated debates 
among the directors and teachers of 
German deaf-mute institutes. In 
convent ions, periodicals and pamph- 
lets, both systems were energetically 
agitated, and it seemed that the de- 
fenders of articulation would he vic- 
torious. However, the greater part 
of the '.' four-sensed mankind " (as a 
famous deaf-mute called his deaf- 
mute fellow-men), energetically de- 
cided in favor of the sign-language, 
but their opponents succeeded m 

winning oyer to their side the favor- 
able opinion of t|ie proper school 
authorities, and thus articulation was 
cotnpnlsarily introduced into many 
of the educational institut, 

One of the most zealous defenders 
of the old sign-language is Mr. John 
Heidsieck, a teacher in the institute

of this place. Throi book 

which he wrote in 1889, '• The Deaf- 
Mute ami His Language," and in 
which he gave proof of his convic- 
tion, he became a celebrated leader in 
t his movement. 

In order to obtain a I le of 

readers of his hook, the publisher, 
Mr. Max Woywod, of Breslau, in 
dueed Mr. Heidsieck to write a 
pamphlet in which the chief points 
and Signification of the hook are call- 
ed attention to. 

This pamphlet, which appeared 
last summer under thtx title of " A 
Cry of Distress from Deaf-Mutes," 
and acquired a large circulation, had 
a surprising ell'eet. Nearly all the 
German deaf-mute societies congratu- 
lated the writer, and hade him to 
continue in the course he had entered 
on and make himself the adviser of 
the unfortunate, tortured deaf-mutes; 
mass meet mes were held, favoring 
the sign-language, and petitions were 
directed to the Kmpiror and the 

Reiohe nor for the abolition of 

the system of articulation ; hut their 
efforts proved unavailing. The only 

result to Mr. Heidsieck and his sup 

porters was that the State authorities 

of the Province of Saxony, l>v the ad* 
ii the Saxon ministry, proposed 
a punishment for their insult. It was 
claimed that the pamphlet contained 
insults to the instructors in the deaf- 
mules institute at Wcissenfels, in 
Saxony, and it w a- asserted that the 

term, "clean-shaven school tyrant," 

used by the author, was applied to 
the director of this institute. Mr. 
Koebrioh. All petitions and demon- 
si rat ions had no effect; hut n 
SO would they triumph, — there was 
an opportunity to prove before court, 
and thus before the whole world, the 
justice of Mr. Ilcidsioek's assertions 
that deaf-mute children were taught 

articulation in a barbarous manner, 

w ith e\ en inhuman cruelty. 
The suspense with which the com- 
mencement of this trial for "princi- 
ple" was awaited can he easilv 
conceived, and the parties (to be 
more concise, we mean the Saxon 

uithoi'itics and the defend 
their endeavor to secure evidence, 
found active support everywhere.

With (he 
Courage of conviction he placed him- 
self in opposition to die prevailing 

opinions; (o the practices of his 
superiors and with Pestollosie he ex 
claims that all unnatural and forcible 
or exhorted teaching and learning arc 
injurious, and weakens their nature, 
and that only that method is 
which is founded on the everlasting 
laws of Nature. The German school 
for the education of deaf-mutes, in its 
struggle against Nature, exhausts its 
best strength, for its problem consists 

iii giving to deaf-mutes only that 

whioh Nature has denied (hem, name- 
ly, articulation. The results and per- 
formances o( the German deaf-mute 
instruction, will, at the time, be judg- 
ed almost alone and singly by what 
is heard in (he institui 

Hundreds of pupils leave the deaf- 
mutes' institutes yearly, who arc not 
capable of writing a letter without 
assistance, nor can understand the 
every-day occurrences which are in 
the daily newspapers. The precious 
school time is taken up with articula- 
tion and other practices of speech, 
and the unfortunate creatures enter 
into life with scantier knowledge 
than an eight to nine-yeai -old scholar 
of the public schools. Against these 
pupils, the German institutes for the 

education of deaf-mutes have com- 
mitted a deep sin : instead of awak- 
ening their slumbering talents and 
building up (heir genius, they havc 
nearly distracted them with articu- 
late mechanism. It is true that a 
poodle can be taught to walk erect, 
hut would this manner of walking 
likely become natural to him thereby 
if his forefeet were amputated

with music, bin as soon as it | 
(he circus ring ii assumes its natural 
gait ; just so will the deaf-mute make 
use of nature's endowed gift, the 
aign-language, as soon as he knows 
that the tea< her's strict eye is turned 
away. 

Not long ago a teacher of an insti- 
tute in (his place, returned from a 
journey of information and as he 
was making his report concerning 
the "celebrated" deaf-mutes' insti- 
tute of W., he had the knowletl 
impart that iha( Institute had entirely 
freed itself from t he pestilence — (he 
sign language, and he was not permit- 
ted (o remain in the dark as to the 
means by which this was accom- 
plished.

about the condition of matters. 

Mr. Heidsieck declared that he 
would adhere to what he had written 
and was ready to prove his assertions. 
On being asked by the Chairman if 

ho meant by the expression "cele- 
brated institute in W.," the deaf- 
mutes' institute of Wcissenfels, in 
Saxony, and the term " clean shaven 
school-tyrant," Mr. Kocbrieh, the 
director of that institute, he gave (iie 

following explanation : "While 1 ad- 
mit that when I wrote (hose lines, I 
was thinking of the Wcissenfels in- 
stitute, I did not mean this insti- 
tute in particular, but many others as 
well ; but 1 must emphatically deny 
that 1 referred to (he director, Mr.
